running 
^rds the vessel, closely pur- 


sued by fc. ,e or four Indians. 
Reaching 


the side or^tbe vessel, the girls sprang on 
board almost exhausted and begged the 
Captain to protect them from their pur- 
suers. The Indians were close upon them, 
and, jumping on the deck of the schooner, 
demanded the girls as their property, but 
the Captain lef used to gmi the girls up. 
After pulleying with the Captain fora 
short tune they took |thsir departure,

to return, 
largely 
reinforced. 


The 
Captain 
then 
surrendered 
the 


girls in fear of his life. It lias since been 
learned by the goveinmentof British Col- 
umbia, which is to demand the release of 
the girls, that they are daughters of Wm.

That responsibility is a terrible 
one, but those who know him know also 
that whatever he considers his duty will 
be done without flinching, and that like 
tho laws of the Modes and Persians his 
decision once arrived at is unalterable 
That decision is now only a matter of a 
few days.

Omaho (Neb.) See, of Oct. 29, which con- 
tains a half-column write-up of the mis- 
fortune that has befallen Edward Harp- 
strite and Peter Ullrich in that'city. 
According to the Bee the Omaha city 
counoJ and the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company combined to circumvent the 
plans ;of Harpstrite & Ullrich, who had 
bought a site for a flouring mill.

It 
was a case of freeze-out, and the Bee 
says: "As a consequence the firm has be- 
come disgusted, and decided to abandon 
the establishment of an important indus- 
try in this city. With this intention Mr. 
Harpstrite leaves Omaha to-day, where 
he has sunk about $12,00 as if in a Mis- 
souri eddy. His partner, Mr. Ullrich, 
will leave as soon as he can dispsse of his 
property and each will retire to advertise 
Omaha as under the domination of a cor- 
poration which will noti stop short of the 
violent means, even of tampering with 
councilmento secure its aims." This is 
indeed an unfortunate termination to 
what promised to be a paying investment 
of Decatur capital.
